‘Terns in Art, L7Art Gothiguey” by Gouss, Perrot aad Chipies's exten 
tive hletorles of Art in Bgypt in Chaldoa snd Assyria, and in Phe 
icin: aleg The Cross Ancient and Mocero,” by W. W, Blake, “The 
History ofthe Orose," by Jolm Ashton; aul repriat of a Datch wark 
bby Wildener, Tu the American Bueyelopadia the deseripton is erroue-

Tu the estimation of certain wokers it as Deen respectively 
the emblem of Zens, of Baal, of the sin,of the sun-god, of the sun 
harlot of Agni the fregod, of Indrn the 1in-god, of the sky, the sky- 
‘od aud finally the deity of all dit, the great God, the Maker and 
aler of the Universe, Tt bas also been lel to symbolize lt or the 
god of light, of the forked lightaing, and of water. It is belieyed by 
Some ta have teen the oldest Aryan symbol. In the estimation of

In forming the foregoing theories thei authors tave been Inngely 
controlled by the alleged tuct of the substitution and permeation 
‘of the Swastika sign ou various objects with recoguived symbols of 
these different deities. ‘The claims of thete theorists are somewhat 
clouded in obseurity and Tost in the antiquity of the subject. What 
Seems to Mave been at all times an atibate of the Swastia is its 
‘earacter as a charm or amulet, ax a sign if benediotion, Desai ong, 
lite, good fortune, good Tuck. ‘This charaster hs continued into med 
ern times, and while the Swastika is recognized as a boly and. sacred 
‘symbol by at lens one Buddhistierligiots set, it is still used by the 
common people of Tada, Chins, and Japag gs a'sign of long ie, good 
Wishes, and good fortune 

‘Whatever elie the sgn Swastika may \ave stood for, and however 
‘many meanings i¢ may have had, z

always ornamental as well, 

"The Swastika sign had great extension snd speoul itself practically

"Again, the use in the early Christian tines of dierent forms of the 
ross coupled withthe extensive nse by the Christians of the “inon0- 
ran of Christ” (Bg. 6), shows how uaturily there may have been a 
onic of opinion inthe selection of a cross which should be « epre- 
‘sentative, while ye koow from history tha there was ancl discussion, 
fd that different forms of the exbes wert sugested. -Amou other 
forms was the Swastika, but to what extent OF with what idea the 
‘author fs not informed,” The Swastika vas used, Buronf mays, a 
tousaad tues on Chiatiaus tombs in the estacan at Rome, This 
Is'evideure of les use tn certain extent in a sacred ot aolen and 
Aaereal ehavacter, whieh would wietify fuse as the symbol of 
religious idea.

Whether among the Bronze Age people of western Enrupe—amovg 
the Trojans, Greeks, or Htrascans—wlietler among the semicivilzed 
‘peoples of South or Central America, or among the savages (mourdd- 
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Duilders) of North America, there is apparently no instance of the 
Swastika having beow regarded as Doly cr wsdl a a sacred object 
‘hat is, holy and sacred in the light of godliness, piety, or morality. 
It may have been or may yet be diacovared that tome of these wild 
men sed the Swastika upon objects serving at ceremonies or festivals 
‘of thelr religion, or which had, in thelr eyes, semi-succed character 
But ft does not seam that i¢ wus used as a representative of w oly 
fea or of any god ar supernatural being who stool far such en idea, 
‘The meal nse in the Zani ceremony may Lave been raganel aa sacred, 
and it may, indeed must, bave been mide on a stoue aetate, yet 
either the metate nor the stone thereby obeaived! any uly ut steed 
sharacter.

that ead not require nn nets, that its ose was 60 common that it had 
become habit and was executed ina rapidand sketchy manner, a8 evi- 
enced by the appearance of the marks themselves upon the whorl 
Ue likens this to the eary and unconsidesed way which mex have of 

ng thelr nowes, whieh they are able ta do without attention, He 
likens it also to the sign of the eross made ty Roman Catholics x0 
"opidly as to be unuotioed by those who are unaware ofits sigaiface, 
With this ve of argument, Zanigrodekl eqsons thatthe Swastika was 
in ts time confined to common se and thts be accnants for the unt 
Yer of ilformed specimens. This only aecounts for the comparatively 
few ML formed specimens, but not for the great unmber, the mess of 
‘those well oem and well drawn, Tusteyd of the Swastika being 
sign easly mare, the experience of the writer fs the eonteary.

‘Yet itis practically this dificult form ofthe eioss which appears to

suggestion thatthe Swastika wits Hot thereat of daplieate tuvention 
forindependent disenvery, that it i uot an istration of parallelism 
‘in human thougit, but that it was transmitied thom person to person, 
‘or passed from ove country to another, eitee Uy the migration of ths 
people, by thelr contact oF communication or iy the migration and 
‘transmission of the symbol and the sign itt. Pushing the argument 
ofthe dificult of itn making, te accounh br the ratty of the desig, 
ies allege that io modern ties the Swastika is practically wuknown 
among Christian peoples. It passed ont sf use amoug then nigh 
thousand yearkago and has been sipylante by every other imaginable 
geometric form. The fret, chevron, herringbone, crosses, and cieles

(. 709}, the Chinese (fg. 31}, the Jains (dys. 8,34), snd, among the 
North American Think, the Navajo (pli) and those of the Kansas 
‘Rovervation (pla. 15 and’ 16), Tt is nue wd by European peoples in 
modern times, exept in Lapland ad Finlay, ‘The National Maser 
hs Intely received a golleation of modery howsehold and domestic 
‘wtensit foo Lapland, rome of whi bear the marks of the eross and 
‘one chara, the ld of which beara. posit: Swastika mark. Thronghh 
the Kindness of Prufesaor Masou aud AMr. Jushing,1 have received a 
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drawing of this (0g. 1). Theodor Sehvindt, fu “Suomalalsia Kors 
‘teita,"'a Look of standard watiooal Finnish patterns for tho embrold 
cries of the country, gives the Swastika among others; but (i classed 
among “bligae desiges” aud no mention ix made of € a8 & Swat 
br of any charneter corresponding tit.

"Tue Swastika mark appears both in its wormat and ogee form tn the 
eran carpets aud rugs? While writing this memote, T have found 
in the Persian rog in my o}n bedehamber sixteen figures of the Swas- 
‘ka, Inthe lage rug in the cet clerk's lee ofthe National Museum 
there are no less than twenty-seven Bgcres of the Swastika, On a 
bece of imitation Persian earpet, sith a Leavy pile, made probably in 

Vondoo, I found ako figases of the Swastika, 
All the foregoing fires have boon of the normal 
Swastika, the arms erostng eachother und the 
ils taming at rigle angles, the lines being of 
‘equaltieknessthrosghout.

‘Ths, t appears chat the use ofthe Swastika iu moderu times is eou- 
fined principally 1 Oriental and Soadipavinn countries, eouutries 
‘hie old close relations to autiquty; thst, ia western Rurope, where 
in ancient timer the Swastika wax mostreqtent, it has, daring. the 
last one of two thosand years, become extinct. Ad this nthe coun 
tries which have led the worl fm eneare, 

Tr a Ovewten an o-ayail wt  sitghin tn Tala and magenta 
‘sur in tna of antigalty'to Americn it wis neceasaely by lama aid, 
The inividuals who earried aud taoght ftshoatd. have caried wih it 
‘the religious idea it represented, To do this required a eetaln tae of 
lantage atleast the uamwof the symbol, If tie sign bore anou the 
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shorigines in Aineriea the name it bore i Tadia, Swastika, tue evidence 
Of coutset and eomnnnieation would be givatly alrengtbhened, Tf the 
religion it represented in India should be fond ia Ameria, the elinin 
ff evidence might be considered. complete, Bot fn ont ta minke 
‘twill benecessnry to show the existence af these names and Uhinreligion 
in the same locality or among the sume people or their descendants a 
1s found the sign. To find traces of the Buddhist religion associated 
with the algn of the Swastika song the Rakimo in Alaska might be 
ho evidence of its prekistorie migration, for this might, have voenered 
Inmodern times, as we know has happened with the Russian religion 
and the Christin cross. While to ud the Budahist religion and the 
Swastika symbol together in America, at locality beyond the post 
ity of modeen European or Asiatic con act, would be evidence of pre 
historic migration yet t would acem to a Te ata periad when, aud from 
‘country where, the to Ind been use togetber. Ifthe Swastika and 
Buddhism sigrited to Ameriea together it must Inve been sce the 
‘establishment of the Suddhist religion, hich i nppeoximatey fixed 
the sisth century B. 0. Mot there has yot been a yet in Ameren, 
certainly notin the localities where the Swastika bas beet foatd, eye 
tee discovered of the Buddhist relign, aor of ite concomitant of 
langoage, art, or customs. Adopting the theory of migration uf the 
Swastika, we may therefore couclnde tye if the Swastika came from 
India or Bastoro Asia, it came earlier thin tho sixth century BC. 

Téa given religion with a given symlol, both belonging to the Old 
World, should hoth be found ssioeiated iy the New World, it would be 
strong evidence fa favor of OW World migration-eertunty ot eoutact 
fand communieation, Te 7 not equally strong evidence of contact to 
find the same sign use in beth counties as a charm, with the same 
slguiteanee in both countries? 

‘The argument haa beet ite, and it Las proved satisctory, at east 
tothe author, that thronghiat Asia aud Europe, with the exeepiion of 
‘the Buddhists and eaely Chistian, the Swastika was weed habitually 
fas wsigu or mark of chars, implying goed lk, good fortane long Hy 
Tune pleasure, great anceess, or someting similar, ‘The makers aud 
tiers of the Swastika in South aud Cortral Ameriea, anid amoog. the 
mound builders of the savages of Nurth Ameria, havi all passed 
fawav before the advent of bistry, it Hot now, and never has been, 
Possible for us fo obtain ftoa theth a deeription of the meaning, use, 
‘r purpose for which the Swastika was exployed by thea. But, by the 
‘sume Iino reasoning that the proposition has been treated fn the pre- 
Distorc countries of Europ aad “Asis, and whieh brought us to the 
fopelusion that the Swastika was there weed aa a charm oF token of 
good Tack, oF good fortune, or against the evil eye, we may surmise 

at the Swastika sign wasused in Amerca for muel the sane purpase.

‘Whew sigus or symbols, myths or fables habits or customs, utensils, 
Implements or weapons, industries, tool or machinery, have been 
oad in countries widely separated from sacl other, both in countries 
Dearing characteristics so meh alike a8 o make tha practically the 
same objects or industries, and which are made in the sume way, they 

resent a question to wLich there are aly two possible solutions: 
Bither they are independent discoverios ar inventions which, though 
Analogous, bave been separately cunceivid, or else they have ett 
fnveuted or discovered in one of the counties, and passed tothe other 
by migration of the object or communicatou of the knowledge neces 
sity to form itor ly eoutaet between the two peoples. OF these 
inventions or discoveries said to have bee} made in duplicate, each of 
Which i alleged to have sprung up in itsown gountey as a character. 
inti of humanity and by virtue of a law 4f phyrics or payehology, 1 
i bot fair to say that in tho opinion of thy gathor the presumption is 
ll agalast this. Duplicate inventions lives heen mesa. iM he 
made agnia, but they are wacomnon. ‘They are not the rule, but 
rather the exception, ‘The human faelisis formed on such unknown 
‘ase, s 0 anceriain jn its methods, is swived by seh slight eons 
rations, and arrives at 80 many dierent eowelasions, that, with the 
‘manifold diversities of human needs and desires, the chances of da 
cate invention by diferent persons in dissant countries, without con- 
{act or communication between them, are slmost as one to infinity. 

‘The old adage or proverb says Many en of many minds," aud it 
only emphasizes the differences betyoen sien in regard to the various 
Dhevomeua mentioned, "There are some things sure to happen, yet it 
I endeely ancertain as to the way’ they wil happen.

Both 
peciinens ave from Denmark, and the National Musenm porsesses 
‘another spesien (Cat. No, 196615) in all expects simile, White pro 
listrie Toone tay not bave been found in Barope to be compared 
‘rth the looms of modern savages in Amerie, yet these specimens of 
‘Goth, with the bnndveds of others found 0 the Swiss Inke dwellings,

‘The art of drilling in stone was kuows over an extended area in 
prehistoric times, and we fiidianumecable examples which moet have 
‘beeu performed in both hemiepieres sulstan 
tially in the same manner and with the aame 
mackie. 

"The art of sawing stone was alike practiced 
‘during prehistoric times inthe two hemispheres, 
Many specimenshave been found ia the p 
toric deposita of both, 

"The aboriginal at of making pottery was uso 
ceaied ov ih the sate or shila mnie in 
Vouk hemispheres. The examples of this act 
ace ae numerous as the Teaver on the teen, 
‘There were aliferenees in the snanipelation and 
‘eatment, but the priacipal fet remains hat 
the art was the same in both countries, Not 
‘only were the praduets greatly sien, ba the 
fame syle of eometele decoration by ira 
Tives is common to Doth, Greater progress in 
‘naling pottery was made in the Westers than 
in the Bastern Hemisphere daring prehistoric 
timer. 

‘The wheel was wnknown in both haisperes, Ean 
fd in both the msnipelation of clay wes ly #4r me sews rm 
‘aud, Trae, in the Western Hemisphere hers ‘ 
was greater dexterity and a greater aunber of methods employed. 
For example; the vaso might be built up with clay iuside a basket, 
‘which served to give both form nd deveration; it was called, the 
lamp olay hoing nade in tring al ae built up by a elreuar move. 
iment drawing the side in or out as the strng of elay was lad thereon, 
‘anil fe reached the top it may have buen decorated by the pressure 
of a textile fabric, real or almnlated, ito the damp clay. A few years 
‘ag it would have been trve to have said that pottery decorated in this 
manner waa povullar to the Western Femlere ad that it had never 
‘heen ford fm the Easter Hemisphere, but Prince Poutjtive bas 
lately found on his property, Bologoje, in the province of Novgorod, 
midway between Moscow and St, Petersberg, many pieces of pecs: 
torie pottery whieh bear evidence of having been mad inthis manner, 
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‘nd while st may be rare fa the Eastorn Homisphere, it is sila in 
these respects to thaustnds of pisces of prebistorie pottery in North 
America, 

Ono af the great puzzles for archmologits has been the prebistorie 
jnde insplements foun i both countries. ‘The raw material of which 
‘hea were male has never been fonud in safieient quantities to justly 
anyone in saying that iti Indigenous to one hemisphere ad not tothe 
ther. It may have been foaud in either hemisptere and exported to 
the other, “But of this we bave no evideice except the discovery in 
both of implements made of the same material, "This material is dense 
ani hand, Tein extromely diicalt to work, yet the operations of sav- 
ing, dritfing,earving, aod polishing appen” tn havo been conducted in 
Doth heisperes with such similarity as that the result is practically 
hasan. 

‘Prohistrie int chipping wasalsoeartioéon in both hemispheres with, 
‘suo similarity of reslts, even wien porfeming the most difiealt and 
Alelieate operations, as to convince ove that there mnst have been sie 
‘communication betwean the twa peoples wae performed them. 

“The bow an nrxow is furly good tvietee of prehistoric migration, 
becatse of the singularities of the form and the intricacies nf the 
machinery, and because i¢ fs probably the earliest specimen of a 
machine of two separate parts Dy the use 9f which a missile conhl be 
sent at a greater distance and with greater Yorce than if thrown BY 
Thana. Tes possible that the sling was invented as early the bow 
sd arrow, although both were prebistoriand thelr origin anknon 

"The bow and arrow-was the greatest of allman inventiont—greatest 
in that it marked man's frst step in meclunies, greatest iv adaptation 
fof meaus to the end, nnd as an invented machine it manifested in the 
fost prnctical aad matked manner te iutelloctual and reasoning. 
Dower of man ani kis superiority over te brate creation. It, more 
than any other weapon, demonstrated the triumph of man over the 
lute, recognizing the Heitations of Inmen physical eapacity in oon. 
teste with the brats, With this machine, nan frst successfully made 
np for his decency fa his conteste with Die enemies and the eaptare 
fof his game. Tt fe seloas to ak ansthing of bistory abont the begin- 
rings of the bow aud arrow; wherever history appears it xecorda the 

iveral praeneey nd the perfected se 
Df the bow nnd arrow as a weapon. Yet tals machine, so strange and 
curions of euch intricney of manifustare and ditiealty of successful 
performance, had with all its shilaries wud Ukenoauee extendes in 
‘rebistorie tines slinost throughout the theu inbubited glabe. It is 
‘ihlens to apeclfy the time, for the bow ant arrow existed earlier dan, 
fany time of whieh we know; it Is useles for ns to specify place, for 
its fn use throaghout the world wherever the world wae occapied 
boy neoithie man. 

Tinitative creature as was man, avd slow sud palnfal ae were his 
steps in progress and in invention during is infncy on war, hea

‘machine for his weapons; but it becomes doubly and trebly improbe- 
Die that he shond Have made duplicate and independent inventions 
‘hereof fu the different Lemispheres. If we are to suppose this, why 
‘honld we bo restricted. to a separate invention for each hemisyer, 
and why may we not snpposo that he wade « separate invention for 
‘each conntry or each distant tribe within the hemisphere? "Yet we are 
tet with the astonishing ut, weverthsless, tre ropesition that 
troughont the entire world the ow aid arrow existed in the easly 
timer mentioned, and was substantially the same machine, made i the 
‘samo way, and serving the same parpose 


‘The argument in this paper on the migrations of arts oF symbols, wud 
‘wih them of peoples in prebistorietimesis not Intendel to beexhaast- 
ve. At best itis ouly suggestive 

‘Ther ix no direct evidence available by whieh the migration of ey 
Dols, arts, ar pooples fn prelistorie time: ean be proved, bectase the 
cevents are bayond the pale of history. "Therefore we are, everybody i, 
Ariven to the secondary evidence of the sinilaity of conditions and 
products, anv we ean only subject them te our reason and at last deter 
rive the truth trom the probability proportion as the probsb 
ties of migration increase, It more nearly becomes a demonstrated Tact, 
It appears to the author that the probab tes of the migration of the 
Swastika to America frum the Old World fufuitely greater then that 
‘twas an Jadependdent invention. 

The Swastika js found in American such whey separated places, 
amoug suck dimerent vivllztions, as mich separated by time as by 
bpace, that if we have to depend ou the theory of separate inventions 
‘explain ita fnteodetion fato America ve must also depend pou the 
‘same theory for it introduction into De widely separated parts of 
America, ‘The Swastika of the ancientmoand builders of Ohio and 
‘Tennessee is similar in every respect except mnterial to that of 
orem Navajo and Pueblo Indian, Yet the Swastikas of Mississippi 
and Tennessee belong to the oldest eivixation we kuow in Amerie, 
Wile the Navato and Pueblo Swastikas vere made by men stil living. 
‘consideration ef the conditions bring out these two earious facts: (1) 
‘Tut the Swastika had an existence in-Zineriea prior to any historic 
knowledge we have of eommanication between the two homiepheres; 
Dut (2) wo od it eoutinued in America and sed wt the resent day, 
‘while the Inowledge of it has long sinee tind oat in Europe. 

‘The author is not unaware of the new theories eonotrning the part 
Jotism of human development by which t is contended that absolute 
‘uniformity of man's thongts and actions aims and methods = poo 
dlced when Ie is in the same degree of development, io matter in 
‘hist country or iu what epoch he lives, This theory bak been pushed 
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luni it tas been sad, nothing but geographical envizoument seems to 
‘modify the mouotonobs sameness of mna'sereations. ‘The anthor does 
not accept this theory, yet he does not hee eoutrovert it. Tk may be 
true to a coriain extent, Dut it surely ns ts limitations, and it is only 
‘aymlicable under special conditions. Asa general proposition, it might 
‘ply tn races and peoples but not to fadiriduals. If builds om Qh 
Lheroditary Inman instinets, it does not fake into accouat the will, 
nergy, aud reasoning powers of mat. Most of all, it leaves out the 
fgoisn of man and his slGish desie for power improvement, and app 
ness, and all thei effects, throug the indvidual, on Inman progross. 
Inthe author's opinion the progress of peoples through enasecutive 
stages of civilization is eatirely compatible with his belie that know!- 
ge of specide objects, the uses of mateial things, the performance 
fof certain rites the playing of certain games, the: possession of eer- 
tain myths and traditions, and the eatrying on of eertain industries, 
passed from ove conntry to auother by migeation of thee peoples, or by 
fontact oF communication between them? and that the Kaowledge, by 
separate peoples, of the stme things, Withi reasonable bounds of 
Sarity of action nd puspose, and with corresponding difielty of pex- 
formanee, may well be tested as evidence sel migration, enatsct or 
sommunicatian, Sir John Lubbock expresses the authors belief when 
Ihe ays! There ean be no doubt bat tint man originally acept over 
‘he earth's surface, tte by litle, year by yea, just, for instance, aa the 
Woulsot Europe aro now gradually but surdy ceeping over the murtacs 
‘of Australia.” ‘The word migration bas teen waed by the author in 
fany sense chat permitted the peopl, or eny anmber there, to pass 
from one country to another country, or fom one section of a country 
twanother section of the same country, Wf Any means or in any nou 
Ders as they pease or cook. 

‘The theory (i opposition to the foragoins) Is growing in the United 
‘States that any sinlnrty of eulture between the two hemispheres is 
Ihe tobe proof of migration of peoples. Teappears to the author that 
these slot oth rn toexeean in propagating thelr respective theories, 
fad that the rus condition of aftr lies midway between thee. Thak 
is to say, there wae certain eommunieaton between the two hein 
spheres, as fudiested hy tho similarities ix culture ani industry, the 
abjeets of which vould séareely have bees the resule of independeot 
Invention; Wile there are too wany dissnilar arts, habits, customs, 
fand modes of life Welooging 10 one hemisphers only, uot common to 
both, to permit us to sy there was eontinnsas eommanication between 
‘them, Thow dissimilarities were inventions of ench hemiplieve hule- 
‘pendent of the other, 

“An illustration of the migration to America isthe enlture of Greece 
We know that Groek art nnd architects enter ito aad fora 
importaut part of the enlture of Americans of te preseut day; yet 
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‘the people of America are not Greek, nordo they possess any cous 
‘rable share of Greek culture or eivlisatox, ‘They have none of te 
blood ofthe Greeks, nor their pliyseal tras, nor thelr uusnners abit, 
enstoms dress, religion, nor, indeed, anything except thet senfptare and 
architecture. "Now, tere was undoubted? commanieation between te:3
